To the inhabitants of the Town of Randolph in the County 
(L. S.) of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Randolph, on Tuesday the 8th day of March next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year, 
including two auditors, road agent, one selectman for three years, 
three library trustees, by ballot, one for three years, one for two 
years, and one for one year. 

2. To raise $1,000.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing 
vear and make an appropriation for the same. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair and build state highways and bridges, that is, $333.00, which 
is the town’s part of $1,000.00 for state Aid Maintenance. To 
raise $1,427.00, which is the town’s part of $7,200.00, for Trunk 
Line Maintenance, and make appropriations for the same. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair and build state highways and bridges, that is, $879.00 for 
State Aid Construction on the Randolph Hill Road, which is th: 
town’s part of $2,637.00. If we wish no appropriation from the 
State we must raise not less than $586.00. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair town highways and bridges, that is, $500.00 for town high- 
ways, $500.00 for snow removal, and make appropriations for the 
same. 


6. To see if the town wishes to renew the contract for street 
lights with the Twin State Gas & Electric Company which 
expires July, 1932, and make appropriation of not over $2,000.00 
for the same. 


7. To raise $500.00 to pay interest on long and short term 
notes and make appropriation for the same. 

8. To raise $200.00 for the care of the cemetery and re- 
setting memorial tablets, and make appropriation for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise $75.00 for the support 


of the Town Library for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion for the same.

10. To see if the town will vote to reshingle the library roof 
and make an appropriation of not over $200.00 for the same. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for police 
patrol to protect our property against burglary and theft for the 
ensuing year, and make appropriation for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to allow three per cent dis-- 
count on all taxes paid before June 1, two per cent discount on 
all taxes paid before August 1, and one per cent discount on all 
taxes paid before October Ist. 

13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to issue necessary temporary notes in anticipation of the 1932 
taxes. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,000.00 to pay note 
No. 20 due September, 1932, and appropriate money for the same. 

15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to use unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 

16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.
